Gen. Dwigh t D Eisenh ower, th e War department’s 
star witness In th e case it is making for permanent 
unity of military command, h as taken sh arp exception 
to th e assertion th at no man is big enough to h ead a 
national department of defense. If th is were true, h e 
points out, no man would h ave th e capacity to assume 
th e presidency of th e United States. 
Th e fact is th at unity of th e armed services would 
give th e Army , Navy and Air Forces th e permanent 
benefit of th e cooperation with out wh ich all qualified 
ex perts agree th ere could h ave been no victory in th e 
war Th ere was unity of command during wartime by 
necessity . 
Franklin D. Roosevelt as commander-in- 
ch ief performed somewh at th e same function pro­ 
posed for a secretary of defease. 
But Mr. Roosevelt performed only as an emergency 
secretary of defense. He was clearly not abreast of 
th e Job at th e outbreak of th e war. Th e coordination 
th at was ach ieved came th e h ard way , th rough trial 
and error. And wh en it dtd come, it h ad to buck th e 
precedent, of independence in th e Army and Navy , 
wh ich combined to buck th e Air Forces. Th e United 
States h as too much at stake in th e efficient cooper­ 
ation of its costly figh ting services to depend on a 
part-time commander-in-ch ief. It. is a full-time job 
Harry Truman and h is successors can t be expected to 
fit it into peacetime routines. Mr. Roosevelt fitted it 
into h is wartime routine at th e ex pense of duties 
wh ich eith er were not performed at all, or were 
turned over to subordinates, sometimes with effects 
th at left a lot to be desired. 
No one h as proposed an alternative to unity of 
military command, oth er th an th e one demonstrated 
wh ere unity did not exist. Th e opposition is losing 
its case in th e court of public opinion.

War Secretary Patterson put forth a persuasive 
plea for universal military training th e oth er day 
wh en h e disclosed th e strange pligh t of our peacetime 
army . It seems th at, with th e way th ings are sh aping 
up at present, it s going to be an army of sergeants 
and officers.

It seems doubtful th at even in th e age of th e 
atomic bomb, mech anization and intense speciali­ 
zation, an army can be run with out th e h umble dough - 
foot.

Th ere is a public duty , or sh ould be, as th e Pearl 
Harbor deep sea fish ing ex pedition gets under way 
in Wash ington to remember at all times th e legitimate 
aim of th e investigation. 
It is to determine as closely as possible wh o was 
primarily responsible for a military disaster th at 
crippled-th e United States seriously , on Dec. 7, 19 41. 
It is to remove th e implication of major giiilt irfld 
too freely aird too h astily on th e service commanders 
on th e scene at th e time-— Admiral Kimmel and Gen. 
Sh ort. 
It ls to fill in th e diplomatic and strategic back­ 
ground of a h istoric event for th e American public, 
wh ich never h as been given th e complete story of 
wh at h appened and wh ich properly insists on its righ t 
to know. 
Th e investigation inevitably is in th e h ands of 
politicians, some of wh om h ave sh own signs of greater 
devotion to political expediency th an objective truth . 
Th e press and radio, of course, are responsible for 
keeping th e spotligh t turned on th e beh ind-scenes 
moves by th e political elements involved. 
Th e investigation probably will be long. Certainly 
it will be ex citing in some of its passages. But th ere 
sh ould be no Judgment until all th e evidence h as been 
h eard. It is possible th at some disturbing facts will 
be h auled out of th e Pearl Harbor depth s—but none 
more disturbing th an th e revelation four y ears ago 
th at Japan could strike so telling a blow at American 
security with out encountering any th ing more th an 
nominal resistance.

Th e legend th at was con­ 
structed by propaganda as a backdrop for th e fueh rer 
principle was h igh -ligh ted with details of th e Hitler 
diet, personal sacrifices, disregard for money , tireless 
devotion to work and, of course, h is bach elorh ood. 
Th e Eva Braun disclosures, reach ing a climax in 
th e discovery of at least part of th e treasure Hitler 
bestowed on h is mistress, dispose of th e Hitler legend 
outside Germany . Perh aps th ey will ruin it instde 
Germany , too, particularly if th ere is no refutation 
of th e circumstantial evidence th at Hitler, besides 
being a furtive lover, also was a furtive fath er Ger 
mans know now as th e world knows th at virtual! 
every th ing in th e Hitler era eith er started with 
false assumption or ended in a wrong conclusion. Even 
th e legend of th e leader was fakery . Hitler was 
rabble rouser and pariah backed by unscrupulous 
! minorities th at h oped to use h im for th eir own 
purposes. Civilization owes it to itself to break down 
his legend before th e rem nants are entrusted to 
h istory .

SKIN disorders may arise from 
a variety of causes. One 
of 
th e 
most common causes is allergy or 
oversensitivity to 
someth ing 
with 
wh ich th e person comes in contact. 
One ty pe of skin condition wh ich 
is th ough t to be due to allergy is 
known 
as 
ch ronic 
urticaria or 
h ives. Persons with h ives may also 
h ave angioneurotic edema, a condi­ 
tion in wh ich various parts of th e 
body become swollen due to a col­ 
lection of fluid in th em. 
Doctor James H. Black of Dal­ 
las, Texas, over a th ree-y ear pe­ 
riod treated more th an 300 patients 
with ch ronic urticaria and angio­ 
neurotic edema. 
A 
careful 
study 
was made in all instances to de­ 
termine, if possible, th e substances 
to wh ich th ese persons migh t be 
sensitive. 
Other Infectio ns 
A search was also made for in­ 
fections such as migh t be present 
In th e teeth , tonsils and elsewh ere 
in th e body and th ese were elimin­ 
ated wh en found. 
Th e meth ods of 
treatm ent mentioned above brough t 
relief to about h alf of th e patients. 
Th e remainder were treated with 
vitamin K. Almost th ree-fourth s of 
th ese patients 
were 
women 
and 
nearly all of th em wrere y oung and 
middle-aged to adults. Th e urticaria 
h ad been present 
for 
from one 
month to twenty y ears. 
Daily Attack 
Mast of th e patients h ad an a t­ 
tack practically every day . 
Th e 
Vitamin K was given by mouth . At 
first only small doses were em ­ 
ploy ed, but later 
on th e amount 
was increased until 
th e 
quantity 
was found wh ich would give results. 
Th e preparation was taken th ree 
times a day before meals. 
As y ou may know, vitamin K is 
needed so th at th e blood may clot 
properly . It is passible, by making 
a test known as 
th e proth rombin 
time determination, 
to 
ascertain 
wh eth er or not a vitamin K defi­ 
ciency Is present. 
More th an th ree-fourth s of th ose 
wh o h ad deficiency of proth rombin 
were relieved by 
th e 
vitamin K 
treatment. In th ose in wh om th e 
proth rombin time was normal only 
about one-th ird were relieved of 
urticaria by th e vitamin K. 
Of th e patients relieved by treat­ 
ment, almost a th ird h ad relapses 
following periods of freedom from 
th e h ives of from two weeks to 
eigh t month s. A second course of 
treatment 
brough t 
about prompt 
relief in every instance. 
Quirk Healing 
As a general rule, th e treatment 
was continued for from one to four 
weeks but in many instances, th e 
disorder cleared up after two day s 
of treatment. 
It would appear th at in persons 
with ch ronic urticaria or h ives in 
wh om th ere is evidence of a vita­ 
min K deficiency , th e administra­ 


tion of vitamin K will bring good 
results in relieving th e h ives.

Answer: It would be better for 
y ou to use penicillin salve as y our 
ph y sician directs.
